THE “ ERA OF GOOD FEELING.” 

Senator Warts, of Maryland, in advocat- 
ing, on Wellnesday, a bill to admit to the 
United States Army a man.who had been in 
the rebel service, declared naively, that he 
supposed that we were living in ‘an era of 
good feeling,”. somewhat like that’ which 
prevailed under” President James Moy- 
Roz, who happened «to bo the great- 
grandfather of the man in question.

LOC4L DEBTS IN NEW-JERSEY.. 

Tae Times of January of last year called 
attention to the magnitnde of the local in- 
debtedness of New-Jersey, and gave some 
details of these burdens of the tax-payers of 
our neighboring State, the total of such 
debts being estimated at $50,000,000. 
The following week Gov, MoCLELian called 
the attention of the Legislature to the sub- 
ject, and. that body enacted a law calling for 
detailed reports, from every county, city, 
town, and township ‘in the State, of their 
indebtedness.and annual expenses of 
every kind. The’ result has just been 
presented to the Legislature by ‘the Con- 
troller, ‘in. a bulky pamphlet of 200 pages, 

a brief abstract of which was published 
dicate ‘From this official statement it 
appears that the estimates given in Tax 
TImEs a year ago were not far out of the 
way. The funded debts of the eonnties 
foot up $6,852,351, to which should un- 
doubtedly be added the floating obligations 
of Hunterdon, $92,987, and of Warren, 
$65,018; which appear to be part of ‘their 
permanent debt, incurred by the Demo- 
cratic tings, when they dared not ask au- 
thority to.issue. bonds, and gave. county 
notes instead. This. swells the total. of 
county debts to $7,010,356. “The aggre- 
gate of city indebtedness-is $40,152,665. 
The fourteen. incorporated towns. in the 
State have but $560,752 of outstanding 
bonds, and the boroughs. and. vil- 
lages $75,900, while the ‘townships 
report. $643,282 of admitted bonded in- 
debtedness. The aggregate is $48,443,055. 
This is exclusive of the floating debts, 
which, at the time of making the reports, 
had been incurred, for the most part, in. 
anticipation of the collection of taxes, and 
therefore. should not be considered in this 
connection, Still, there is too much reason 
to believe that much of these floating debts 
are destined to become partof the perma- 
nent obligations of the sounties and cities, 
and that inthis way the aggregate munici- 
pal indebtedness of New-Jersey is fully 
$50,000,000, as estimated in these col- 
nnins a year ago, 

The counties. are not heavily burdened 
with debt, and there is no reason why 
they should ‘be, for in New-Jersey the 
County Goveraments collect’: their taxes 
without ~dificulty; except in. one or 
two instarieés, and the objects: of county 
expenditure are compsratively few and 
easily foreseon. Essex leads the list, with 
a debt of $3,025,500, half for war boun- 
ties, and nearly all the rest for her) mag- 

ent system of public drives; the debt 
is 2.9 por.cent. of the taxable valuation of 
the county. In point of ratio of debt to 
valuation, Bérgen County comes next, 2.5

The Assembly Committee on Cities, with 
Mr, Varwox at its head, has entered upon 
the Herculean: task of ascertaining how 
the of this City may be kept 
clean and the refuse from streets anddwell- 
ings disposed’ of in an effectual and eco- 


nomical mannér, and in such a way.that, ' 


if they will not do'the most good, they will 
do the least harm. . This is not a 
question - of great dignity in civic ad- 
ministration, but it is one of no ‘little 
importance to the health and comfort of 
the citizens. Although the subject is one 


in regard to. wiich itis not easy to elicit 


anything new in the way of information, it 
certainly ought to be possible to producé 
something new in the way of practical 


achievement.” The information that is con~- 


stantly brought home to the minds of the 


4 people is that the city streets are not in 


fact kept clean, and’ the refuse is not 
properly disposed of, and nobody believes 
that either is impossible... The -pres- 
ent system, if.it can be called 40, 
whatever it may be in theory, is altogether 
bad-in practice, inasmuch as it does. not ac- 
complish the purpose in view. ‘Those con- 
nected with the Police Department: who 
gave their testimony yesterday, with the 
exception of Commissioner Vooruis, seemed 
to think there ‘was nothing the matter with 
the system, but pleaded lack of appropria- 
tionsand of appliances. The funds have 
been notoriously wasted and the work in- 
éficiently done, and yet they think the same 
men, vali on the same plan, could ac- 
complish everything that is to be desired if 
money enough were placed at their com- 
mand, 

Aside from the thorough cleaning of the 
streets, which is essential to. the.health of 
the City, the problem involves a proper dis- 
position of the refuse. ; Filling up’ the chan- 
nels of the harbor is certainly e bad use to 
put it to, and Mr. Nronous appears to think 
that barges, should be supplied with which 
it could be ied well out to sea.

these classes of refuse in.a way that is not 
merely harinless but useful; and if they are 
thus put.to. profitable use, it- ought. to fol- 
low as a matter of. course. that. the cost of 
getting rid of them would be rather less- 
ened than increased. 

The question with us is not so much what

the case may.be, The intelligent torpe- 
does will. immediately sink just below. the 
surface, and then swim ‘straight for’ the 
doomed vessels; After these have been 
blown up, each torpedo will select an Ad- 
miral, Captain, or other important - officer, 
and bring his body back to the beach, not 
necessarily for publication, but as an evi- 
dence of good faith. © “+ 

Such are the marvelous inventions upon 
which we are to rely for defensd in case of 
@ war with’ any naval: power. As we have 
no other means of defense, it is to he hoped 
that there is no exaggeration in the descrip- 
tion of the self-propelling torpedoes which 


have beén published by their inventors.. It 


does ‘seem hardly credible: that a machine 
made of iron atid’ brass should be endowed 
with so much intelligence, but we cannot 
doubt what the makers say of their own 
machines, There is, however, one danger 
in connection with the self-propelling ‘tor- 
pedo which cannot be. ignored, and which 
must somewhat impair our confidence in it. 
So long as it is docile and obedient, it is an 


xudmirable thing, shut suppose it should. be- 


come irritated unruly, and instead of 
attacking the nidhsy should turn and rend 
its owners. “That such a calamity is not 
impossible, is evident from the experience 
of an unfortunate New England inventor. 
The inyentor in question had constructed 
a self-propelling torpedo which possessed 
the peculiarity of being able to be used on 
land as well as in water—a result which 
wis obtained by fitting it with wheele. He 
undertook to exhibit this torpedo to a com-: 
mittee of naval officers at Lyme, Conn:, last 
August. ; A:canal-boat tobe blown up had 
been anchored some distance from the 
shore, and it. was understood that the tor- 
pedo would start fromthe beach, proceed 
to the eanal-boat, blow it to piéces, and re- 
turn to. the shore, where a subsequent 
experiment would demonstrate its efficiency 
on land. Whether the inventor had. been 
guilty of ill-treating the torpedo, or whether 
it was a peculiarly vicious one, we have no 
means of knowing. Wedo know, however, 
that. after it had gone a few rods in the di-

The Statistical Bureau of Massachusetts 
turned its attention to marriage and divorce lest 
year, with results both curious. and interesting. 
The figures sover the 19 years 1860-79. Ip that 
time 7,233-divorces were granted, and very nearly 
exactly twice as many wives as husbands were com- 
plainants. Desertion was the principal cause of 
separation; 3,013 divorces were granted on this 
ground alone, in the’ proportion of 35 per cent to 
husbands, and 65-per_ cent. to wives. Adultery was 
the ground of 2,949 diverces; and the husband was 
complainantin 43, per eent. of this group of eases. 
For all other causes 1,271 divorces were decreed, and 
96 percent. of them on the wife's complaint. Asregards 
separate years of the period,'there has been a steady 
increase from 243 divorcees in 1860, to 600 in 1878. 
On the other hand, the numberof annual marriages 
has both incieased and decreased since 1860, the 
turning-point being the. year of the panic. Thus, 
there: were 12,404. marriages In 1860, 14,451 in 
1867. 15.746 in: 1871; and 16,437 in 1873. But 
in 1878. there were only (12,893, or but 439 more 
than im 1860; an increase which, it is needless to 
say, “does not ~at all correspond to what 
might be. expected from -.an. increase _ of 
population in..the 19 years of half # mil- 
Yon. In 1860. the. divorées were to the 
marriages as 1 to 51, but in 1878 they were as. to 
21. . For the whole: period; 1860-79, [the average 
has. been 1 divorcee to 36 marriages. This mar 
fairly be called a bad showing, butit shines in com- 
parison with Vermont's record of 1. divoree to 17 
marriages, Rhode Island's 1-to 14, and Connecticut's 
l1to 11. -Tilinois’s including Chicago's, is 
not mentioned. As t have been expected, the 
increasing number of divorces’ was accompanied 
by Legislative relaxation of the law. Under 
the statute of 1786—the first. upon the: sub- 
ject—aduitery and impotencd were the sole 
eguses. for é full divorce. In 1836 imprisonment 
for seyen yoars was made a third cause, and in 1838 
entire desertion for five years was made a fourth. 
In' 1850 it was provided that if cither husband or 
wife was for three years.a member of a relizious 
society which did not-recognize marriage, the desert- 
od partner should be entitled to a fall divorcee. In 
186Q, 1867, 1870, 1873 the jaw was further modi- 
fied until'the two causes of 1786 have growa to 
nine, among the iatest additions being cruelty, in- 
toxieation, and neglect to. provide support. The law 
as‘to limited divores has aléo been extended, both by 
nereasing the number of eanses for which it 
may be granted; and by giving verniission to 
vsontract. sécond marriages. At first, neither party 
éouléd remarry in the case of either a full or 4 limited 
divorce; the statute of 1841 prohibited only, the 
guilty party from marrying during the life of ' the 
innocent. party, but now the only obstacle to mar- 
riage’ by either party is the necessity of obtaining 
the consent of the Supreme Court,
